An abnormal condition exists 1» t_ 


cattle'industry of the west, snys 'the 
Kansas City correspondent of tbe New, 
Xork Evening Post. It is entering ou 
the new grass season with remarkably 
high prices for fat cattle, and yet there 
have been very low prices, comparn- 
lively, for "stockers." This condition 
has obtained over Kansas, Missouri, 
parts of Nebraska, Iowa and Oklaho- 
ma. It affects tbe market at Kansas 


and atA other points for reception 


of western range stock. Fat cattle sold 
11 Chicago the other day for the high 
:st ligure since 1SS2. It «as laid at the 
door of the packers' combination, and 
o a degree that was true icasonbig 
But back of the packers' combination 
aud making that sort of movement pos 
sible to a large degree has been the 
unusual history of the cattle production 
f tlie plains in the last half decade! 
The immediate cause of the shortage 


of fat cattle from the range region is 
lie drought of last season extending 
over Kansas. Missouri, Oklahoma and 
parts of Iowa, Nebraska and Colorado. 
The corn crop of the section .affected 
was cut down four-fifths, and the rough 
feed question became a serious one Cell 
most Of the farmers. The farmers sold 
all their cattle that could be spared, 
thinning the herds down to -what could 
be cared for during the winter without 
fattening,- and did not buy any stock 
for feeding. There was abundance or 
money for stock fattening purposes 
Cattle paper was sought by the eastern 
banks and investors, nnd the wpstein 
banks bad tbe largest deposits in their 
history. But the farmers could not feed 
GO cent corn and make returns and 
could not get rough feed. 
So train- 


loads of .cattle went out of the farming 
section to the far northwest for the 
winter or were slaughtered when out 
of condition. 


Kansas City and Topeka marked a 


shortage as early as March 1. Chicago

Although it has been stated recently 


that tbe bitch .'n the peace proceedings 
at Pretoria, Sour* Africa, was owing 
lo the refusal of the British govern- 
ment to place the Cape rebels on the 
same footing as the burghers and to 
withdraw the banishment proclama- 
tion, the real difficulty appears to be 
that tlie Boer leaders have not only 
pledged themselves to carry these two 
points, but also to other turns in their 
minimum proposals, the articles of 
which are heiewith given, says the 
New York Times: 


"First—independence of the two re- 


publics under the protectorate of Great 
Britain. 


"Second.—Complete amnesty for all 


the Afrikanders who have joined the 
Boers. 


"Third.—Withdrawal of Lord'Kitch- 


ener's proclamation ordering the ban- 
ishment of the Boer leaders. 


"fourth.—Rebuilding of tbe farms 


burned by tbe British troops." 


All evidence shows that the Boers are 


religiously and hence conscientiously 
opposed to deserting the Cape rebels, 
just as they are to surrendering tbe in- 
dependence for which they ha'te been 
fighting. 


An extract of the .authorized state- 


ment published in Le Matin of Paris, 
in which Mr. Kruger declared tbe 
Boers' independence to be God's gift 
and hence inviolable, was cabled to the 
United States, but it was not .made 
evident that the whole of the minimum 
terras offered are based upon i\bat 
Kruger. Leyds, Fischer & Co. belie\e 
to be God's unalterable will. Tbe wbole 
secret of tlie Boers' obstinacy appears 
to be concentiated in tbe following 
•words: 


"Peace bas been offered to us as well 


as amnesties and pardons and financial 
aid to repair our losses. But sit what 
price? At the price of our independ- 
ence, as if that -were a thing to be 
bought and sold. No; not all tbe treas- 
ures of tbe world could pay for our 
liberty, for it is God wbo gave it us, 
and we could not give it up without re- 
pudiating God and menting his male- 
diction. We have appealed, as was our 
duty, to the good offices of tbe interna- 
tional arbitration couit instituted for 
settling the differences between civ- 
ilized nations. We have appealed to 
the consciences of governments. Hith- 
erto we have uot been listened to. Are 
we -discouraged ? Incno way.- When 
the Lord shall himself summon these 
governments, tbey will be forced to 
come and take tbe road which he will 
indicate to them and stop At tbe place 
which be will mark out to them. Tbe 
English government will no more than 
others be excluded from tlus summons 
in order that it may accept our houesc 
offer of arbitration, peace and friend- 
ship.-Tbe English government and peo- 
ple will then have to bow before tber 
divine will. They will have to open 
their eyes and be converted. I pray 
God to do this. 


"We hnve endured many injustices 


and cruelties. My Christian conscience 
does not allow me hatred. I regret tbe 
errors and* sufferings of the English 
people, because, God be praised, there 
are in that people "many men who, if 
they were accurately informed, would 
follow tbe Christian path with us 
They arc still misled. I pray that their 
eyes may be opened, for they are de- 
ceived. The English people were told 
that we were the oppressors of for- 
eigners. 
Has not experience proved 


that the desire of oppression was not 
on our side; that tbe alleged grievances 
were only a pretext for masking tbe 
aridity of unscrupulous financiers, who 
bare no other aim than to accumulate 
wealth? . Every day costs England 
enormous sums and—a more irrepara- 
ble loss—a sensible diminution of her 
prestige, her honor, her political influ- 
ence Tbe veracity of my words is at- 
tested by facts. An honorable peace is 
still possible. On the day when the 
eyes of tbe English people are opened 
to the truth peace will be made, for 
the war is prolonged only by tbe cu- 
pidity and falsehood of our adversa- 
ries. 1 pray God to add to all the 
mirac'es which he is accomplishing in 
our favor that of dispelling the blind- 
ness of the English. May be soon lis- 
ten to this prayer. lie alone is tbe 
Master."
